The reply filed on 29 August of 2005 is not flilly responsive to the prior Office Action because "Class B GPCR" is clearly 
not a disclosed species of receptor protein "as listed in Figures 3 to 6" of the instant specification, "a eukaryotic cell" is clearly not a 
disclosed species of cell "as listed in paragraphs 001 12 and 001 13", "an optical marker" is clearly not a species of marker "as listed 
in paragraph 001 1 16", and "arrestin" is not a species of protein as listed in paragraph 001 15. "Human Al adenosine receptor" would 
be an example of a disclosed species of receptor, "an HEK cell" would be an example of a disclosed species of cell, "beta- 
galactosidase" would be an example of a disclosed species of marker, and "p arrestin 1" would be an example of a disclosed species 
of protein associated with a desensitization pathway. Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this 
application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of time xmder 37 CFR 1 .136(a).
